An American naval cruiser on neutrality patrol rescued 
the survivors at nightfall, reported their'number at 579 and said 
all aboard had been saved. A few hours later the seamen were 
mustered on the cruiser’s deck, however, and it was found that 
two firemen were missing.

The 32,381-ton liner, third largest in the Nazi merchant 
marine, had slipped out of Vera Cruz, Mexico, last Thursday 
in a desperate attempt to elude the British fleet and possibly 
reach Europe—but her gamble failed.

His body was found by an aide at 8.30 A. M. in his room at 
the Buenos Aires Naval Arsenal where he and more than 1,000 
of his crew had been interned since arriving here Monday. 


Langsdorff killed himself after a three-hour talk with the 
officers of his staff, ending shortly after midnight. Before he 
left them he made a complete circle of his comrades, shook 
hands gravely with each one and retired to his room, asking 
that he not be disturbed, since he was tired. ~- . 


Decided From “First Moment” 


“From the first moment he made up his mind to share the’ 
{fate of his magnificent ship,” said a statement by the German 
Embassy, and an attache indicated that this decision was made 
as long ago as Sunday. 
| At that time, it was believed, he had Adolf Hitler’s orders 
to destroy his ship rather than take her again into battle with 

the British cruisers with which she had exchanged shots in an 
all-day battle last Wednesday off the Uruguayan coast. 

Despite a presentiment of his death which other Germans 
as well as naval officers felt when Captain Langsdorff failed to 

go down with his ship when he blew it up, he was almost con- 
stantly laughing and joking with his companions until he closed 
the door of his room last night. !

of armed navies. 

It seems that the world-has for- 
gotten Christ’s message of peace, 
the voice of reason and Christian 
brotherhood.

“and to principles of national 
law and to the most elementary 
sentiments of humanity, acts that 
show in what chaotic and vicious 
circles has the sense of justice 
been deviated from useful con- 
sideration. 

In this category are premedi- 
tated aggressions against a small, 
industrious and peaceful people 
on the pretext of a threat that 
neither exists nor is desired nor 
is possible. 


“Cry for Vengeance of God’ 


Atrocities and the illegal use 
of means of destruction, even 
against noncombatants, refugees, 
old persons, women and children, 


and the disregard of human dig-, 


nity, liberty and life are acts 
that cry for the vengeance of 
God, as does ever more ex- 
tensive and methodical anti- 
Christian and even atheistic 
propaganda, mostly among young 
persons, 

To preserve the church and her 
mission among men from every 
contact with such anti-Christian 
Spirit is our duty and this is also 
our sacred and intimate wish as 
the father and teacher of the 
faith. 

With anguished worry we are 
forced to contemplate the ac- 
cumulating spiritual ruin before 
us, accumulating because of the 
mixing of ideas that more or less 
voluntarily shadows and distorts 
truth in the souls of many people, 
whether involved in war or not, 


We therefore must think With 


fright of the immense work that 
will be necessary——when a world 
tired of fighting wants to restore 
peace—to break down the walls of 
aversion and hatred that have 
been built up in the heat of the 
fight. 


Aware of the excesses to which 


that way of life leads and of the 


doctrines and works ef policy that | 


ignore the laws of Ged, when thé 
dispute became critical we at- 
tempted, as you know, with every 
endeavor and right to the last, to 
avoid the worst and to persuade 
men in whose hands power was 
and whose shoulders bore the 
grave responsibility to abstain 
from armed conflict and so save 
the world from inestimable dis- 
aster, 

These effofts and those coming 
from other influential and re- 
spected sources failed to produce 
the effect hoped for, above all 
because of profound and appar- 
ently immovable distrust—mis- 
trust grown during recent years, 
which raised insurmountable spir- 
itual barriers. 


Mistrust Stood in the Way 


The problems were not unsolv- 
able, but this mistrust, originat- 
ing from a series of particular 
circumstances, stood in the way 
with almost irresistible force and 
to such an extent that there no 
longer was hope for promises 
made or for the duration of pos- 
sible amicable conventions. 

Finally every effort to promote 
a peaceful solution became hope- 
less. ‘There was nothing left but 
to try and lighten the burdens of 
war, élthough the action of bring- 
ing Christian charity to regions 
where the most urgent need of it 
would be felt was obstructed by 
difficulties not yet overcome. 

With undescribable anguish we 
watched this war initiated and 
proceeding in such unusual cir- 
cumstances.
